Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 15-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner agrees that 
none of the prior art teaches the limitation of "encoding the video levels of said video data in a 
predetermined border area surrounding said central area of said display screen by using only 
those subfield codewords of said number of subfield codewords, which do not have a change of a 
subfield bit from a binary 0 to a binary 1 in a selectable part of the subfield codewords" as 
argued by the Applicant on page 8 of the Appeal Brief filed on 1/26/2010.
